We have more than once called at- 


tention to the fact, for it is undeniably 
a fact, that the people of this republic 
are steadily increasing in duration of 
life. Almost any one can see this from 
observation, it'he lives in a large city, 
or from reading the death notices in 
the newspapers. In yesterday morn- 
ing's journals, for instance, the deaths 
of not less than 10 persons are record- 
ed as over 75 years of nge, one of them 
79, and two 86. Nor is this in any way 
unusual. Almost any daily death rec- 
ord here will show a preponderance of 
old people—meaning those of 65 or 
more. Sixty was considered old even 
thirty .years ago; but now, when a man 
of 60 dies, the comment often made is, 
"he ought to have lived longer; young 
man yet" Indeed, persons of sound 
constitution, quick mind, active tem- 
perament, are, io a sense, young at GO, 
for they are in perfect possession of all 
their faculties, capable of any ordinary 
amount of work, and still have a con- 
siderable future.

70 or thereabouts, and they evince no 
disposition to retire.
